“Some  people  go  away  from  these 
meetings  (with  him)  with  the  impression 
the  combat  forces  we  have  in  Vietnam  then 
will  remain  around  defense  lines  and  not 
protect  the  American  presence.  This  is  not 
true.  They  will  protect  the  American 
presence.” 

During  the  news  conference,  Laird  also 
denied  that  the  tough  resistance  the  South 
Vietnamese  met  in  the  incursion  into  Laos 
had  slowed  down  President  Nixon’s 
Vietnamization  process. 

On  another  subject,  the  secretary  said  in 
reply  to  questions  that  there  was  evidence 
the  Soviet  Union  has  supplied  Egypt  with 
ever  increasing  amounts  of  sophisiticated 
weapons  and  also  of  the  “establishment  of 
a naval  base  in  the  Mediterranean  area.” 

On  the  latter  point,  defense  officials  said 
Laird  referred  to  long-standing  Soviet  naval 
facilities  at  Mersa  Matruh— not  previously 
referred  to  officially  as  a “base.”

New  agencies 

Federal 
shake-up 
in  view 


WASHINGTON,  DC  (WCNS)  - 
If  you  had  12  departments,  41 
agencies  and  $229  billion  to 
spend,  how  would  you  run  the 
government? 

This  question  of  concern  in 
varying  degrees  to  every  president 
since  Washington  lies  at  the  root 
of  President  Nixon’s 
reorganization  plan. 

As  outlined,  the  plan  would 
regroup  the  federal  bureaus, 
offices  and  agencies  of  seven 
domestic  departments  into  four 
new  ones:  Natural  Resources, 
Human  Resources,  Economic 
Affairs,  and  Community 
Development. 

The  unique  feature,  as  White 
House  staffer  Geoff  Shepherd  told 
it,  is  that  “we  are  not  just  moving 
around  boxes.  We  are  reorienting 
the  whole  function  of  the 
domestic  departments.” 

A 26-year-old  Californian  and 
graduate  of  Harvard  Law  School, 
Shepherd  has  spent  the  last  six 
months  on  this  plan.  “We  think 


we  know  why  government  is  not 
working,”  he  said,  and  with  relish 
spread  out  the  tables,  charts  and 
eight  booklets  that  explain  the 
program. 

The  reorganization  plan  follows 
in  the  wake  of  more  than  30  years 
of  study  by  six  presidential 
commissions.  The  current  plan 
owes  its  inspiration  to  the  Ash 
Council  set  up  by  President  Nixon 
when  he  took  office  in  1969. 

“At  present,  the  executive 
branch  is  organized  around  both 
functions  and  constituences— like 
farmers,  workers,  education, 
housing,’’  Shepherd  explains. 
“This  makes  for  a great  deal  of 
conflict  which  can  only  be 
ultimately  solved  at  the  top— the 
Office  of  the  President.  That’s 
why  the  President’s  staff  must  be 
so  large— so  it  can  iron  out 
otherwise  irresolvable  problems 
between  departments.” 

The  new  departments  would  be 
organized  around  “missions  and 
be  given  the  authority  to  solve

“At  present,  the  Office 
of  Education  gets  independent 
funding  from  Congress,  even

It  is  a rare  occurrence  in  the 
field  of  drama  when  an  impartial 
observer  is  affected  emotionally 
after  the  practice  of  a play.

Final  Symphony  concert  tonite 


Featured  at  the  Utah  Valley 
Symphony’s  final  concert  of  the 
70-71  season  today  at  8:15  in  the 
Provo  Tabernacle  will  be  Dr.  Don 
L.  Earl,  guest  conductor  and 
Harrison  Powley,  solo  timpanist. 

Timpani  solo  appearances  are 
rare  on  the  concert  platform. 
Harrison  Powley  brings  unusual 
talent  and  training  to  this 
performance.  A native  of  New 
Jersey  and  student  of  percussion 
instruments  since  the  age  of  eight, 
he  is  now  assistant  professor  of 
music  at  BYU  and  a regular 
member  of  the  Utah  Valley 
Symphony. 

Besides  the  Sonatina  for 
Timpani  and  Orchestra  by 
Alexander  Tcherepnin,  the 
concert  Wednesday  night  will 
include,  Les  Preludes  by  Franz 
Liszt,  Overture  to  Der  Freischutz 
by  Carl  Maria  von  Weber,  and 
Symphony  No.  2 in  D,  Op  73  by 
Johannes  Brahms. 

Sonatina  for  Timpani  and 
Orchestra  by  Tcherepnin  gives  the 
skilled  timpanist  an  opportunity 
to  demonstrate  technique,  tone 
color,  dynamics  and  drama.  The 
last  movement  is  especially- 
fascinating  to  watch  as  well  as 


hear  as  the  timpanist  performs 
difficult  cross  sticking 
movements.  Tcherepnin,  the 
composer,  is  a Russian  pianist 
born  in  1899,  now  living  in  the 
United  States. 

Don  L.  Earl  brings  a 
conductor’s  insight  and  strong 
direction  as  well  as  varied  musical 
directing  and  performing 
experience  to  the  Utah  Valley 
Symphony.  His  repertoire  of 
conducting  covers  some  45  operas 
and  more  than  150  performances. 

He  has  been  choral  director  in 
Bern,  Switzerland,  music 
recreation  supervisor  in  Las  Vegas, 
director  of  BYU  Opera  Workshop, 
director  of  BYU  Theatre 
Orchestra,  artistic  and  musical 
director  of  Utah  Valley  Opera 
Association  and  is  now  professor 
of  music  at  BYU  and  coordinator 
of  graduate  music.  He  received  his 
Ph.D.  in  Musicology  at  Indiana 
University  in  1952. 

Harrison  Powley  was  graduated 
from  the  Eastman  School  of 
Music  in  1965,  studied  percussion 
and  timpani  at  the  Vienna 
Academy  of  Music  in  Vienna, 
Austria,  on  a Fulbright  Fellowship 
in  1966,  and  obtained  his  M.A.  at 
Eastman  in  1968.
